OpinionB  as  to  the  probable  reault  ot  the  elections  may  v<try.  We 
may  commence  the  forthcominf  bssinen  year  with  •  daflnitely  new  tet 
i.t  bnainna  ccnditioni,  or  wt  may  n«t  Is  etthtr  eat*,  the  dittorbMUM 
of  he  political  atmosphere  demuda  doM  attention  to  Its  effects  m 
Oaaadiaa  bwinesB. 

Reciprocity  if  supported  by  the  country  involves  a  change  of  some 
kind  and  effect.  In  some  lines  the  change  will  be  directly  such  as  to 
increase  competition  from  the  United  States.  In  others  the  present 
tariff  protection  will  be  unaffected.  In  all  cases,  however,  Canadian 
industries  will  find  their  United  SUtes  rivals,  OLD  AKD  NEW,  kesnly 
pressing  into  this  market  in  consoqutact  of  the  Agroomont 

It  is  oniTsrsally  known  that  business  men,  as  well  as  newspaper- 
moB  and  politicians  of  the  United  States,  accept  the  Reciprocity  Agree- 
ment as  merely  the  curtain-raiser  for  general  free  trade  with  Canada. 
Arranj^ement.s  arc  bein^  made  accordingly  hy  U.S.  manufacturers,  whols- 
salers  und  iuail-order  houses.  Contracts  for  Canadian  MtvortlsiOf  WO 
being  incre   ed,  and  many  new  ones  are  being  made. 

Since  the  readjustment  of  the  Canadian  Tariff  has  been  taken  out  of 
the  hands  ol  Parliament  and  entmstod  to  an  international  committoo,  it 
has  been  impossible  to  settle  the  qnestion  of  that  readjustment  without 
3n  e'fcction.  The  election,  by  arou.'smg  party  sympathies,  has  hindered 
)<usii:e.>i<'.like  consideration  of  the  question.  But  our  business  men  must 
face  t.'ic  Icii.'ts;  at  their  desks,  as  well  as  on  the  hustings. 

The  Qrain  Orowers'  Guide,  the  Weekly  Farmers'  Sun,  and  most  of 
the  other  more  moderate  farm  papers  have  for  years  been  busily  foster- 
ing free  trade  sentiment.  They  have  tanght  persistently  and  without 
opposition  that  Canadian  mannfactvrers  have  now  no  neod  for  protec- 
tion. Of  late  such  fa:<m  papors  and  their  organisations  havo  boldly 
•itated  that  in  a  year  or  so  the  farmers  will  demand  and  obtain'  radical 
reductions  uf  the  w;'^'"  Tarf^!  No  bettor  proparation  for  tht  invaslMi 
of  U.  S.  goods  covi    i.'     ;  id. 

Protection  is  n ;  safeguard  for  our  industries.  Protection 

threatens  to  prove  .  .u  reed.  Reciprocity  or  no  Reciprocity  on 
September  21st,  some  piu^'ision  must  be  made  to  reinforce  that  hithorto 
steadfast  support  for  Canadian  business— or  to  replace  itl 

There  is  jnst  one  way  to  hold  trade  in  spite  of  competition — ^to 
make  people  want  the  goods.  There  are  just  two  ways  of  doing  that — 
to  get  them  to  try  them;  and  to  give  them  satisfaction  on  trial.  The 
jobber  and  the  retailer  are  indifferent  to  all  considerations  except  insist- 
ent public  demand  and  large  discounts.  Large  discounts  are  always  the 
weapon  of  the  foreigner  willing  to  dump  goods  into  this  market,  and 
are  utterly  unsatisfactory  as  a  foundation  of  business.  The  absolnte 
essential  then  is  to  bnild  np  an  insistent  consumer  demand. 

There  is  only  one  moans  of  doing  this — advertisinc  direct  to  the 
consnmers.  To  reach  the  farmers  it  is  eanally  essential  to  boy  space  is 
farm  papers.  By  making  one's  goods  a  household  word  in  fam  homes 
means  a  bc^nre  market,  however  tariffs  may  change. 

The  more  progressive  and  businesslike  farmers — the  men  who  will 
pay  double  price  for  a  farm  paper — arc  the  best  and  quickest  and  big- 
gest buyers  They  influence  their  neighbors'  buying.  They  are  paying 
92.00  a  year  for  FARMER'S  MAGAZINE,  which  has  been  insistinc  on 
fair  play  in  the  adjustment  of  onr  Tariffs.  By  talking  stoadily  to  these 
infinential  men  and  their  families  in  the  pages  they  read,  bodBoss  will 
be  held  and  increased,  at  a  minimum  of  cost.

WHEN  we  read  an  arlitlc  on  u  poli- 
tical question — especially  near  el- 
ection time — we  feel  a  natural  curi- 
onity  lis  to  wiicthor  pulilic  spirit  or  self  iii- 
leresl  is  tiic  nndcrlyiiij;  motive  I  As  this 
is  ;in  niiti-riH'ipnx  ity  nrmimeiit  my  reinl- 
erfi  and  tlio  arjj;nment  itself  doservt-  a  clear 
explanation  of  why  it  is  puhlished. 

It  is  publishe<l  because  I  earnestly  be- 
lieve the  beat  interests  of  the  farmers  of 
Canada  cannot  be  served  by  retapriK-ity 
with  the  rnite<l  .States.  Like  my  family. 
I  have  always  boon  a  T.ibonil.  My  people 
are  farmers.  My  life  work  is  farm  jour- 
nalism. My  fathi-r  was  one  i»f  the  leaders 
in  the  Patrons  ol  Industry.  1  am  a  niem- 
Ijer  of  the  Ciranjie.  My  education  has 
l)een  at  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College 
and  in  economic*  at  the  University.  1 
have  investi{iat^^<l  many  farm  problems, 
but  never  one  in  which  the  facts  jrive  such 
dear  conviction — and  that  conviction  is 
tiiat  re<'iprocity  is  wroiiji.  Let  those  fact,- 
speak  for  themselves. 

We  had  reciprm-ity  liefore.  from  1H54 
tu  1866.  Many  lielieve  that  that  period 
of  good  times  will  conu-  ajjain  if  we  "pet 
the  United  States  market"  apiin.  to 
<piotc  Profes-oi'  .Vdarn  Shortt.  formerlv 
of  Queen's  I'niver^ity.  now  of  the  <"nn- 
adian  CoiLservation  Comniis.-iuTi :  "Much 
of  the  export  trade  to  ti.o  United 
States  waM  really  a  tnuisit  tr.ide:  fifhfr 
thf  mniif  ijiiudH,  or  their  equivalent,  being 
Khippcd  from  Atlantic  Portf.   Then,  dur- 


iufi  the  (!ivil  War  the  United  State.s  wa*< 
extensively  purchasing  .ouppliesi  and  had 
little  to  oell.  Canadian.s  themselves  have 
lieen  an  ally  dccei\e(l  hy  the  fifjures  of  the 
reciprocity  period,  and  have  imagined 
that  a  like  result  would  tlow  from  a  re- 
newal of  reciprocal  trade." 

1'rofes.sor  I.eucock  of  Mc<iill  Univer- 
sity and  C.  r.  .lames,  the  I^eputy  Minis- 
ter of  Agriculture  for  Ontario,  also  give 
the  Crimean  and  American  Civil  Wars  as 
the  cau.se  of  good  jirices  from  1854  to 
ISOti. 

Mm  let  us  sec  what  the  Hecijtrocity  Hui 
really  ])i()poses.  I'^irst:  free  trade  with 
the  United  States  in  wheat,  barley  and 
other  grains,  hay.  et<' .  hogs,  cattle,  horses, 
.sheep,  dai*y  products,  poultrj',  eggs,  fruit, 
etc.  Some  twelve  other  countries,  by 
"favoreil  nation"  treaties,  enjoy  free  entry 
of  the<e  ])rodnct-:  into  our  market,  with- 
out yrantinji  our  pruducts  any  reduction 
of  their  duties.  Further,  a  reduction  of 
duties  on  farm  ini|>lements  is  involved; 
of  tw^o  and  a  half  |)er  cent,  on  wagons, 
binders  and  mowers;  and  of  five  per  cent, 
on  plows,  harrows,  cultixators,  hay  tmils. 
threshing  machines,  feed  cutlers,  etc.  The 
duly  reduction-  on  implement.-  will 
amount  actually  I"  very  little — t<i  l-ss 
than  .f;^.00  on  ;i  binder,  for  instance. 
.Much  of  this  advantage  will  no  doubt  be 
-eized  by  agent-,  or  in  freight  charges, 
lioth  Ji-sually  charge  "all  the  traffic  will 
bear!"

There  can 
lie  no  i>os.sihle  heiietit,  hut  every  hann  to 
growers  of  jieaehes,  plums  and  other 
fruits.  Fruit  {usociation?  and  Lilieral 
M.  P.'s  for  fruit  districts  are  sufliciently 
on  record  as  to  that  faet.  -Vgiiin,  ncrthing 
in  fniils  will  justify  the  v>aet. 

How  then  does  the  halanee  itaiid  on  the 
iiieUs  of  farm  product  values?  We  lose 
in  othe;  ways  thereby.  We  will  risk  all 
and  los<  iiiueh  in  our  cattle  market.  We 
will  lose  $:?,000,000  yearly  on  hogs,  by 
simjile  ealeulaiioii  of  average  loss  in  price 
on  our  annual  !f.SO,0()0.0(M)  hog  produc- 
tion. We  gain  nothing  and  risk  much 
on  cheese,  .md  we  threaten  our  butter  in- 
dustry with  ruin.  We  lo.se  $2,500,000 
in  horses.  We  lo.se  millions  in  eggs  alope, 
besides  poultry.  Wc  gain  a  small  total 
in  barley  and  endanger  the  upward  march 
of  our  farm  fertility.  We  lose  in  fruit  on 
the  whole.    No  wonder  the  Hon.  Maek- 
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,  ii/ic  Kiup.  Miiiistt'r  of  Lal^or.  iiiid  Hon.
